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D’Estournelles, Carnegie, Bartholdt Present Ideas for 


Hon. Richard Bartholdt 
shows how President 
Roosevelt can cut the 
Gordian knot and sub- 
stitute Law for War. 


The Interparlimentary. Union, at its 
last two conferences held at Brussels in 
1905 and at London in 1906, has agreed 
upon a programme for the submission 
to the second conference of nations to 
be held at The Hague in the Summer of 
this year. The Congress of the United 
States, through its arbitration group, 1s 
a member of that great international or- 
ganization of lawmakers, and American 
delegations composed exclusively of 
members of this House have attended 
both the Brussels and the London con- 
ferences. For this and other reasons I 
deem it proper that the American people 
be fully informed about that pro- 
gramme, representing, as it does, the 
hopes, the aspirations of the people of 
this and other.countries as to what steps 
should be taken at the second Hague 
conference to secure the peace of the 
world on a more permanent basis. 

At his request, I prepared recently 
and presented to President Roosevelt a 
report which contains, I believe, a full 
and comprehensive statement of the 
questions which the Internarliamentarv 
Union expects the next Hague confer- 
ence to consider. The report is in part 
as follows: 

My Dear Mr. Presipent: On March 
6, after you had called the second Hague 
conference, in compliance with your 
promise made to the Interparliamentarv 
Union, our arbitration group held a 
meeting and authorized me to propose 
to the executive Council of the I[nter- 
parliamentary Union: 

First. That the parliaments of. Cen- 
tral and South America be specially in- 
vited to participate in the approaching 
conference of our union. 

Second. That the union formulate 2 
treaty of arbitration worthy of general 
acceptance, and aceptable both to the 
United States and to the great powers 
of Europe. 

Third. The determination of the 
proper basis of representation in a per- 
manent international congress. 

I repaired to Brussels in May follow- 
ing and presented these three proposi- 
tions to the executive council of our 
union. The result was: 

First. The immediate issue of in- 
vitations to the Central and South 
American parliaments and the appear- 
ance of four Spanish-American nations 
at the 1905 comference of our union. 

Second. The appointment of a com- 
mittee, of which I was a member, to 
prepare and present to the conference to 
be held at Brussels on the 28th of the 
following July. a general treaty of arbi- 
tration. 

Third. A request that I present to the 
conference in July a basis fur a per- 
manent international parliament. 

[ availed .myself of. every possible 
assistance during the short interval al- 
lowed me for this important work, ani 
when the conference assembled, on the 
28th of July at Brussels. I laid before 
it two documents. One of which was 4 
proposed treaty of arbitration and the 
other an outline of a permanent inter- 
national congress. 

Our brethren of the European parlia- 
ments were somewhat surprised at the 
first view of our propositions, but this 
was quite natural. because we _ in 
America are simply the Europeans who 
wish most to push forward. But it re- 
quired only the three davs of our ses- 
sion to crvstallize the sentiment of the 
entire conference solidlv in favor of the 
principles: 

1. Of a permanent international con- 
gress, having power to convene pe- 
riodically and automatically, to discuss 
such international questions as the cur- 
rent of events may make paramount. 

9 Of granting jurisdiction to The 
Hague court.in a clearly defined area, so 
that the court can become an integral 
and selfacting part of the world’s ju- 
dicial machiunerv. 

Two commissions, composed of twelve 
of the most eminent parliamentarians 
of Europe, were appointed to consider 
the details, with instructions to report 
prior to the assembling of the second 
Hague conference. 

It may interest vou to recall the fact 
that the members: of our Union upon 
leaving the Belgian Parliament House, 
after taking this stand for securing a 
more permanent peace among all nations, 
were rejoiced by the good news that you 
had succeeded in re-establishing peace in 
Asia on that very dav. 

In the preparation of the general 
treatv of arbitration. which I submitted 
at Brussels. due consideration was given 
to the indisposition of the great powers 
of Europe to agree to the arbitration 
of all questions, and also to the best 
means of avoiding the rocks which 
wrecked the nine treaties negotiated by 
Secretary Hay, at yotir request, and 
which failed to become _ operative, 
though ratified almost unani.nously by 
our Senate. on account of the provision 
requiring the signing of a subsequent 
agreement (treaty) for each particular 
question. 

I suggested clear definition of the 
classes of controversies included in the 
treatv and automatic action in such 
cases by the Hague court. And to make 
unity of action possible between ad- 
vanced and backward nations I proposed 
permitting each nation to designate the 
area in which it would submit its action 
to the court. 

Before our union assembled for its 
fourteenth conference. at London. in 
Tuly of the present year, both of these 
commissions -had filed reports favorable 
to the main ideas contained in the propo- 
sitions submitted at Brussels in 1905. 

After full consideration these reports 
were adopted, with some amendments 
which made the report on the treaty of 
arbitration more progressive than as re- 
ported by the commission. 

The Commission reported in _ favor 
of granting jurisdiction to the Hague 
court, in a large number (seven- 
teen) classes of controversies, so that 
no further agreement or treaty need be 


concluded between the contending 
parties before cases of the designated 
kind can go to the Hague court for 
trial and final determination. 

Upon motion of Hon JoHN SHARP 
WILLIAMS, questions of debt were added 
to this list by unanimous consent of the 
executive council and of the conference 
in full session. 

This commission appended to its pro- 
posed treaty of arbitration a suggestion 
that the signatory powers resort to 
mediation in all the questions reserved 
from the treaty prior to the commence- 
ment of hostilities. Upon motion of 
Hon. W. J. Bryan, amended by His Ex- 
cellency von Plener, ex-secretary of the 
Austrian treasury, this recommendation 
was enlarged so as to call definitely in 
all such cases for either mediation or an 
impartial investigation of disputed ques- 
tions of fact, as the one or other method 
may*be the more appropriate, prior to 
the commencement of hostilities. T he 
clause thus enlarged was carried into 
the body of the proposed treaty by a 
unanimous vote of the conierence in 
full session. 

This idea was part of the treaty pro- 
posed by me at Brussels, and was re- 
garded by the Europeans as too progres- 
sive until the matter was thoroughly dis- 
cussed in the council and in the open 
conference in London. 

You will see that these recommenda- 
tions, taken together, consitute a com- 
plete and scientific proposition. 

Virst. A permanent deliberative body 
is suggested in which all nations will 
be represented, to crystallize the best 
sentiment of the world into. rules of in- 
ternational law. 

Second. The treaty of arbitration 1s 
to empower the Hague court to say 
when these rules have been violated, in 
a clearly defined area. 

Third. Controversies not falling 
within this area are to be reserved for 
trial by armed forces. But hostilities 
are not to commence until the good of- 
fices of friendlv powers have been asked 
by the disnutants in vain, or until dis- 
puted questions of fact have been ex- 
amined in the light of evidence by an 
impartial imternational commission. 

In this wav the treatv could onerate 
on each countrv up to the limit of its 
arbitratio~ :ntiment. 

It seems to me you are in a position, 
with this two-edged sword, to cut the 
Gordon knot of the arbitration problem 
which has thus far defied statesmanship. 
even that of vour lamented Secretary ot 
State, John Hav. 

By securing the indorsement of the 
foregoing progressive ideas by ‘his 
union, composed of over 2,000 members 
of national legislative. bodies, the 
arbitration group of our Congress 
has opened the door for some 
Chief Executive to take the lead in ef- 
fectuating these things which are indis- 
pensable to the peace, prosperity, and 
further progress not only our country 
but of all nations. The conditions 
which now confront us seem to make 
this work appertain more directly to you 
than to any other Chief Executive. 

The forthcoming conference at The 
Hague was called upon your initiative, 
and this action was based upon the 
resolution of our union adopted at its 
first American session, upon motion of 
American members of our body. This 
second conference at The Hague will 
be participated in by all American na- 
tions, and this fact is due to American 
initiative. 

We are, therefore, upon the eve of 
what may be correctly called the “Amer- 
ican conference at The Hague,” and we 
will not disappoint the world by failing 
to make that conference produce results 
proportionate to the possibilities of this 
hour and to the rightful place of the 
United States in the politics of the 
world. 

Nothing impractical has been pro- 
posed, but simply the attempting of all 
that is now possible. The hour has 
struck for realizing these things, and 
the prestige that vou obtained through- 
out the world by your successful inter- 
vention in the war between Russia and 
Japan, and by other acts in bringing 
The Hague court into operation, points 
to you as the Chief Executive who 
should lead in espousing ideas which 
have already found advocates among the 
most eminent jurists and legislators of 
everv advanced nation. 

Happilv the political conditions of our 
country insure your receiving the sup- 
port of the leaders of all political 
parties. 

The partv to which vou belong de- 
clared for arbitration at its last‘national 
convention. The elected leader of the 
Democratic partv in the House is a 
‘member of our union. and both he and 
the acknowledged leader of the Demo- 
cratic party in the countrv participated 
in the recent conference at London. 
Both of them contributed valuable ideas, 
which were adopted by the conference, 
and exerted their influence in causing 
our union to declare for this progressive 
platform. Shortlv after bringing for- 
ward this proposition I declared that tt 
was one upon which good pedple in 
every shade of political opinion could 
stand together. regardless of the forms 
of the countrv’s Constitution and of the 
national policies with which their party 
may be associated. Events have justified 
my hopes, but in no country more con- 
spicuously than in our own. 

Assured that vou will be led to do all 
that is wise and right at this critical 
moment, I- tender you my services to 
aid in all possible wavs, and beg to re- 
main,

It is a gigantic task to 
undertake changing the customs of one’s 
times, but such a task is not beyond our 
strength, now that we are united and 
supporting one another in our minds, 
and now that all peoples begin to under- 
stand the benefit they will derive from 
upholding us.

I anticipate the pleasure I will soon 
have of expressing ‘personally by word 
of mouth, my congratulations either at 
New York or Washington, Boston or 
Pittsburg. 

My first call in New York shall be 
to your esteemed President, Mr. Nicho- 
las Murray Butler.

A cordial invitation. has been ex- 
tended to the members of the Group 
by Mr. Albert K. Smiley to attend the 
next Arbitration Conference at Mohonk 
Lake, N. Y., to be held from May 22 to 
24. All members attending will be the 
guests of Mr. Smiley at his magnificent 
summer hotel and no charge will be 
made for their stay.

An invitation has -been extended by 
Baron d’Estournelles ie Constant, the 
great French Senator who is_ the 
founder of the Committee on Inter- 
Conciliation, to the members of the 
American Group to visit Paris for this 
or next year as the guests of the French 
Group.

The Arsenal at Springfield. 
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International Council of Wise Men Proposed by d’Estournelles 


The following discussion took place 
between the Baron d’Estournelles and a 
friend at his Chateau at Cleremont, re- 
cently: 

Question. Is it desirable, m the inter- 
est of justice and of peace founded on 
justice, that a body of men be continu- 
ally studying questions of common con- 
cern to all nations, and that they be 
freed from all other business cares? 

Answer. Yes, greatly desirable, and 
more and more urgent. 

Question. How often should they as- 
semble together to discuss and agree 
upon improvements that are ready for 
realization in the body of international 
law and in the method of its adminis- 
tration? 

Answer. This.is a detail. 

Question. Should they assemble at 
one place always, or would it be better 
that they meet in the various capitals 
of the world in succession? 

Answer. In various capitals; that 
would be the best way to advertise and 
acclimatize the institution. 


Question. If their resolutions are 
limited to declarations of general prin- 
ciples for the conduct of international 
intercourse, would it not be desirable to 
have them acknowledged as_ binding 
rules of the law of nations, unless they 
are vetoed by some nation affected, thus 
putting national inertia on the side of 
international progress. 

Answer. Certainly, if possible. 

Question. Is there any better way of 
selecting such a body of men than for 
each nation to select its own members 
in the way it may chose, and to pay 
them for their services? 

Answer. Yes, each nation ought to 
choose her-way of selecting them. 

Question. How many members would 
you consider desirable from each nation? 

Answer. This is a detail. 

Question. Would it be well to create 
such a council as soon as nations do- 
ing one-half of the world’s international 
trade agree to appoint and pay repre- 
sentatives in rt? 


Answer. This may be a good idea. 
Never wait too long for the others 
when you want to start a new idea. 
Question. Will France join the 
United States in such a council, re- 
gardless of what other nations may do 
in regard to the same? 

Answer. I wish they would follow, 
and I would cértainly advise it. I sup- 
pose all foreign countries, and especially 
l‘'rance, would be rather embarrassed to 
refuse if the United States proposed to 
appoint such an International Council. 
This council, of course, being for study 
and not for execution. 
United States Government would have, 
once more, all the moral benefit of such 
an initiative, and possibly public opinion 
would press upon the other governments 
and oblige them to follow. I would cer- 
tainly advise the -French Government 
that wav.

Great Peace Congress 


A World Police Power 
for Preserving Peace 
Proposed by Carnegie 
in Remarkable Article. 


A recent attempt to secure treaties of 
arbitration between the United States 
and nine nations also failed, partly be- 
cause the time was not propitious, for 
certain reasons quite apart from the 
views of Senators upon the treaties sub- 
mitted to them, and partly because of a 
contention concerning the respective 
constitutional powers of the Executive 
and the Senate. which in due time will 
certainly be adjusted satisfactorily. 


It may be accepted with confidence 
that. upon the clear issue of arbitration 
treaties with other nations, more than 
two-thirds of the Senators stand ready 
—-nay are most anxious to support then. 

So that lasting peace is certainly draw- 
ing nearer, and it seems obvious that the 
time has come to make a determine! 
and concentrated effort along the lines 
which have been disclosed, during the 
two decades of “concerted effort” among 
progressive statesmen. This effort gave 
birth to the Interparliamentary Union, 
the conferences at [he Hague, and the 
High Court of the Nations which issued 
irom the first of these conferences, as 
well as to the numerous treaties of arbi- 
tration entered-into between particular 
nations. 

The civilized world has become one 
hody; its members, electrically united, 
are in constant communication, and their 
interests are largely interdependent. 

Why shou!d each separate nation be 
forced to maintain forever a great army 
and navy? Surely not to preserve in- 
ternal peace. To prevent the attacks of 
other nations? Notwithstanding their 
enormous cost. these armaments have 
not only proved inefficient, but may evea 
be held in some cases to have stimulated 
the attacks they were created to prevenr, 
for they are equally weapons of offense 
as well as of defense. 

it seems obvious to the writer that the 
easiest, surest, cheapest and most effec- 
{ive means of protecting nations from 
attack, and of insuring peace, is the 
creation of an international police power 
to enforce the decisions of properly con- 
stituted International Tribunals, among 
civilized peoples. In such an arrange- 
ment each nation could agree to con- 
tribute, upon a proportionate basis of 
population and wealth, its quota either 
in men, ships, or funds required to ad- 
minister International Law, to restore 
peace when broken. and punish the peace 
breaker. 


}iere would be a force whose duty 


* ° ° 
would be solely defensive, and which 


would only be called into action in case 
any nation should attack another con- 
trary to the obligations assumed by en- 
tering into political unity as above out- 
lined. 

Every member of the League would 
thus be insured against attack, and, as 
the League demonstrated its ability to 
adminfster Justice and preserve Peace, 
each nation could safely continue to re 
duce its armaments, until these in due 
time became inconsiderable. 

The difference between the soldier 
under existing conditions and the inter- 
national policeman under the proposed 
system would be that the former is 
called upon to wage offensive war and 
to destroy. The latter could act only to 
insure justice, to preserve the peace and 
the self-government of the nations, and 
to prevent destruction of people and 
property. 

If, instead of an International police 
torce, the nations would agree to cease 
commercial relations with any power 
breaking the peace, this punishment 
might prove equally effective. No inter- 
change of products, no supplying of war 
materials or loans, no mails, would be 
a severe rebuke, carrying with it moral 
censure as well as material loss. The 
more peaceful punishment might first be 
applied and military force held in re- 
serve to be resorted to only when all 
other measures failed. 

A great step forward would be made 
even -1f the Powers, declining at present 
to go to the length of using military 
force,- agreed only to apply boycott 
to the peace breaking Power. The more 
peaceful mode should always be pre- 
ferred. 

The concentration of all efforts for 
peace upon this one idea of creating an 
International Police Power seems the 
true policy for all those who believe war 
to be the greatest blot upon our civiliza- 
upon earth the Reign of Peace.

On the Seebar the power is obtained 
from the ordinary steam boilers, less 
than | per cent of the total power be- 
ing required, but it is claimed that the 
gyroscope could be more easily worked 
by electricity, as would be feasible on 
board a larger vessel. 

The wheel is encased tn a cast iron 
covering which rests on trunnions. The 
wheel rotates horizontally, and is work- 
ed automatically from the engines. It 
can be stopped by a brake regulated by 
a valve which can be worked = either 
from the deck, or in the gyroscope room 
itself. The - weight of the gyroscope 
averages one-half per cent of the total 
weight of the vessel. 

Sir William White spoke very enthu- 
Siastically of Dr. Schlick’s invention, 
which, he states, has proved most satis- 
factory in heavy seas. He cited in- 
stances when the gyroscope on the See- 
bar had been kept back by the brake 
until the vessel rolled from side to side. 
So soon as the brake was released and 
the gyroscope set in motion the vessel 
practically ceased to roll. 

“T have great faith tn The gyro- 
scope,’ the Hon. Charles A. Parsons, 
C.B., the managing director of the Ma- 
rine Steam Turbine Company, said to 
an Express representative yesterday. 

“The rolling of a vessel always con- 
stitutes a certain amount of danger and 
a good deal of inconvenience, and if 
that could be done away with, which I 
believe might easily be feasible with a 
gyroscope, it would prove of very great 
utility. 

“The advantage of a non-rolling ves- 
sel for war purposes would, of course, 
be great.” 

Expert Opinion. 
John I. Thornveroft, the 
president of the Institution of Naval 
Architects, who was also asked for his 
opinion with regard to the gyroscope, ex- 
pressed his belief in it as-a very feasible 
means of diminishing the rolling of a 
vessel. 

“Some years ago I myself devoted a 
great deal of time to experimenting. with 
various appliances for controlling the 
rolling of a vessel,’ he said. “| tee 
lieved then, as I do now, that a great 
deal could be done by the moving of bal- 
last in the ease of a heavy roll.

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Amazing Career of “El Mocho,” 
Terror of Venezuela, 


For Thirty-Five Years “El Mocho,’’ 
the Maimed, Has Kept the South 
American Country in Tur- 
moil—‘El Mocho” Tells 
of His Career. 


London, April 13.—‘El Mocho’’—the 
maimed—has just arrived in London. An 
active revolutionist for the past thirty- 
five years, the hero of a hundred fights 
ring adventures would fill many volumes, 
he is today the most popular man in 
Central America, and more apecially in 
Tenezuela, where the unrest for the past 
twenty years or so has been mainly due 
to his activity. - 

General Jose Manuel Hernandez—or “El 
Mocho,” the name by which he is 60 
widely known—is in many ways a very 
remarkable personality. About fifty-two, 
tall, wiry, gentiemanly, dressed in neat 
black and extremely active, his refined 
countenance is thin and aquiline, and his 
hair, mustache and beard are gray. 

On Saturday I had a chat with him at 
the Hotel Cecil, and he had many thrill- 
ing stories to relate. I asked him how he

“Tr got them when I was !7 at Los 
Lirios,” he laughed.

Two 
days later a burying party found me, dis- 
cgvered I was alive and took me down to 
Caracas, where, though the doctors gave 
me up from the first, I got cured. As 
soon as I was well, however, Guaman 
exiled me, and I went to Cuba. I re- 
turned in 1874 and fought against him 
under General Colina. There ‘were ten 
different revolutions, and in each of 
them I took part. An exciting life? Yes. 
Mine has been pretty full of fighting— 
with periods of imprisonment. 

‘"t last Guzman retired from the presi- 
dency, putting General Crespo—who was 
merely a dummy—in his place, and * was 
promptly banished to the state of Gua- 
vana, and subsequently tried gold pros- 
pecting in Yurnari, where I lived for 
seven years, till 1892. While there I was 
actively organizing a strong opposition 
against the government, and was also 
nominated as a candidate for congress. 
The government, however, by treachery, 
succeeded in getting their own candidate 
elected. Not to be outdone, I went to 
Caracas, fought the case in the law 
courts, and got the election annulled.

On the Edge of Morocco. 

This is° on the very edge of the 
French Sahara. Just west of it there 
are wild rocky mountains as bare as 
the asphalt of Pennsylvania avenue, 
and as thirsty as was Dives when he 
begged Lazarus to cool his parched 
tongue. They mark the boundary be- 
tween the possessions of the French 
and those of the Moorish sultan; but 
the desert goes farther westward, and 
at the southwest it does not stop until 
it reaches the Atlantic ocean. 

I came here on the military railroad, 
built by the French to guard their 
people from the brigands of Morocco. 
It is the road which, it is thought, 
may some day be continued clear across 
the Sahara to Timbuktu, with possi- 
bly a branch going off to Lake Chad. 
The road starts at Oran, and carries 
one through the rich lands of the Tell, 
a country as fat as our Mississippi 
Valley, which has_~ grain fields and 
orchards, and vineyards which make 
millions of gallons of wine every year. 
The scenes there are like those of 
the best parts of California. We left 
Oran in the evening, and as the night 
fell we were still in the Tell. 


On the Atlas Plateau. 

Wrapping myself in my blanket, with 
my camera under my head as a pillow, 
I slept fitfully all night and awoke 
on the high plateau of the Atlas moun- 
tains, beyond which is the desert. I 
was passing through a great plain of 
yellow sandy soijl,,covered here and 
there with stones, and spotted every- 
where with bunches of dry alfa grass. 
Only in one direction were there any 
hills to be seen, and they were bleak, 
barren and rocky. 

.Th alfa was growing right in the 
sands.

Down Into the Desert. 


We soon left the Atlas and came on into 
the Sahara itself. There was still some 
vegetation, but it was only in patches 
here and there or along the banks of 
dried-up streams. Now the land was fiat, 
and now it rose into rocky mountains 
which were black in the early morning. 
As I looked out over the plains I saw 
the sun rise. There was first a faint 
streak of yellow away off to the east 
This grew until it became a sheet of light 
over the horizon. A few minutes later a 
pale yellow sun could be seen through 
this vell. As it rose the veil disappeared 
and a blazing white ball jumped out jnt> 
the sky. For a time a thin fleecy mist 
hovered over the sands, only to he fodl- 
lowed by the clear air of the desert. 

As we went on with our journey th3 
Sahara seemed always changing. We 
passed for miles over bare rock, almost as 
smooth as a floor, and then through re- 
gions where the rocks were ragged and 
cut up into all sorts of shapes. At times 
there were boulders and again «mall peb- 
bles of different colors, red, brown andi 
black. Here about Beni Ounif thedesert 
is largely limestone, while farther south. 
along the Zousfana river, I passe 
through rolling dunes and plains coverel 
with boulders.

The sand dunes themselves are some- 
times 600 feet high, and they rise from 
the desert, crescent shaped, the horns. of 
the crescent being turned away from th 
winds. 
from the bottom to the top, each grain 
going over and over until) it falls inside 
the crescent. As this rolling goeg on the 
dunes increase in size. They move along 
slowly and if a railroad should be in their 
way they would swaliow it wp. I have 
seen similar dunes on (he great Peruviai 
desert at the foot of the Andes, and have 
been told that they were the chief obstacle 
to railroad ubilding in that region. These 
dunes grow hard as the wind blows 
against them. During my travels througa 
them here not far from Beni Ounif, I 
have ridden up them on horseback anit 
the sand is almost as solid as that of the 
seashore. 


The Vegetation of the Desert. 


There are large regions in the Sahara 
which have no vegetation whatever, but 
inany other parts lave grass durin: 
parts of the year. This is so everywhere 
along the edges of the desert, and also 
along the dried-up water courses, tn: 
beds of which contain come moisture. In 
many places there ts a slight rainfall dur- 
ing certain months. The least water 
causes the grass to Spring up, and the 
Arabs drive their floevks to such places tuo 
pasture. Where the grass will not grow 
there are sometimes thorn bushes whica 
furnish food for the camels, and nearly 
every taravan stops from time to time 
ufon march for such food. Along the 
railroad from here to the Atlas mountains 
there is in places a thin growth of tough 
grass, and I have seen thousands of ani- 
mals feeding upon it. The flocks are 
usually composed of both sheep and 
goats, and strange to say, they are fat, 
although it would geem that most vf 
them are grazing upon the bare stones. 

As to the oases, I say many on my way 
here. They are chfefly date palms with 
mud villages inside or nearby. I have 
visited a number of them, and will make 
a special letter about them in the future, 


How the French Control the Sahara. 


As’ I have said, the road here was 
built for military purposes. It ig an ab- 
solute necessity to the French control 
of the Sahara. The stations along it 
are all fortified, and the ‘country for 
miles about here is one great camp. 
Every town has its barracks, there are 
soldiers at every station, and troops on 
horseback and on camels are moving 
about everywhere. Beni Uunif has a gar- 
rison of seven hundred. A few hours’ 
ride to the northward is Ain Sefra, where 
General Lyote, the commander of the 
French army of the Sahara, is located, 
and ;here are other troops farther south 
at Colomb Bechar, at the end of the 
road. The depots are all'‘of stone, with 
port holes for rifles on all sides. Right 
here is one of the most important mil- 
itary locations. 


The Gate to Morocco. 


Beni Ounif is within almost a stones 
throw of the Moroccan boundary, and 
at the gate to a pass through the 
mountains which separate the dominions 
of the Moorish sultan from African 
France. The French have subdued long 
since the brigands of their own parts of 
‘the Sahara, but the brigands of the Mo- 
|roco, not far from here, where are some 
French oases, and they also attack trav- 
elers and caravans going to and fro 
over the desert. The base of guch ex- 
peditions is the oasis of Tafiet, in Mo- 
roco, not far from here, wheer are some 
of the worst scoundreds of this part of 
the world.

An Army of Camel Police. 


The French Sahara alone is altogether 
more than half as large as the wohei 
United States. It extends from the LJ- 
byan desert to Morocco, and as far south 
as the Soudan. The French have made 
this whole region peaceful, and it is now 
possible to travel. almost anywhere 
through it. They have troops stationed 
at every large oasig and have camel] 
soldiers scouring the country and helio- 
graphing the least sign of disturbance. 
These camel police are natives mounted 
on meharis—beasts which can go 100 
miles day after day. without tiring. Many 
of the camel police are Tuaregs, who 
find it pays better to be employed by 
the French than to rob the caravans 
themselves, as they did’ in the past; 
Others are Targhis, from a warlike tribe 
in the eastern part of: the Algerian Sa- 
hara. These troops patrol the country 
all the way’ from Tripoli to Morocco. 
They act as scouts for the French of- 
ficers, and are ready to fight bravely in 
time of trouble. A large number of 
them are now watching the pass here. 
They go about at wide distances apart, 
and bring in reports of the conditions ex- 
— - along the desert frontier. 

“he French have establish 
mail service for the eg ais goon 
postmen carry mail bags cr these fast 
meharis. HBvery military station is thus 
served, and,in gome pleces, such as Col- 
comb Bechar and Adrar. there are post 
offices, where money orders are issued 
and a regular mail service is given, 
Among the important stations are those 
of Tuat, which is a large series of oases 
Several hundred miles scuth of here 
There are soldiers also at Tidikelt, at 
Igeli and at many cther places. 


The Foreign Legion. 


Here at Beni Ountff.is a branch of the 
foreign legion, ma*t2 up of Germans, 
Swiss, Italians and Americans. There 
are alsto several companies of military 
criminals who have hcen deported from 
France and sent down from other parts 
of Algeria for punishment. These men 
are put to making roads, br‘dges ang all 
kinds of hard labor. I met one last 
night in a Moofish caf who told me he 
was an American. His complexion was 
that’ of a mulatto, buz he wore the red 
trousers, blue jacket ind “ali red cap of 
the Spahi, and I tock him for an Arab. 
I was drinking coffec at cne of the tables 
when he sat down hesitea me and began 
to speak English. Ha told me that he 
came from San Franvis2o0, that he had 
served as a marine in the French navy, 
and had finally drifted into the army. 
He said that the fool and treatment 
were so bad that he cele not stand it. 
and that his pay was cniv one cent a 
day. Finally, he deserted and succeeded 
in getting to the Meciterranean, where 
he had hidden hims-if away in the hold 
of a German. steame:>. Just as the ship 
was raising anchor the military police 
came on board ai @Gisccvered him. 
through a Hindoo cabin bey who pointed 
out his hiding place. He was then put 
in prison at the po-t of Namours. where 
the sheriff set him :o, clearirg his horses. 
One day he took t+ best horse in the 
Stable and rode ac. oss into Morocco to 
Melilla. There he again tried to get off, 
this time on a Spa-ish ship. He was 
again caught, however, avd shipped down 
here into the heart «f the Sahara. He 
is expecting to be sent on into the desert 
far from the railroa‘. 


Whe Tuaregs as Police. 


T understand that the Tuaregs are 
doing tii2 best work of all the Arabs 
employed by the French. They have 
been organized into companies and 
have t«en given good modern guns. 
They have practically given up brig- 


| andage, ind they now sweep over the 


desert inounted on camels. aiding the 
Fiench in keeping the natives in or- 
der The French bureau here tells me 
the: they are by no means a bad peo- 
pic, ond that their bloodthirstiness is 
largely 1 matter of imagination. It is 
true they have been robbers in the 
past, but no wthat they are employed 
ty the government they make splen- 
did seddicrs. They are paid from 
twenty to twenty-four dollars a month, 
and this is a fortune to them. Each 
mati cwus his own camel and takes 
care of it and himself: but as the 
food for both man and beast costs 
practically nothing he considers him- 
self rich. 


Soldiers Who Wear Veils. 


These Tuaregs are descendants of the 
ferber or white race of the Atlas 
moun‘atts, who have been crowded off 
intc the desert. They have long been 
ngted as the brigands of the Sahara. 
They are especially distinguighed by 
the fact that they wear veils night 
avd day $$Their veils are black: and 
they wind them about their heads like 
a turban and then pass them over the 
nose and mouth and across the fore- 
head, so that only the eyes can be 
seen. It is sajd that the veil was orig- 
ina'lly adopted to keep out the dust, 
but that it is now a mark of fashion 
and modesty. Another story told me is 
that the Tuareg men first put on veils 
as a2 tna‘ter of cowardice and shame. 
They were surprised by their enemies 
and were so frightened that they threw 
down their arms and ran, leaving their 
fnuyilies. Thereupon the women picked 
up the swords, spears and daggers, and 
ccfeated the enemy. From that day

He rebuilt the 
hostelry; the “‘King’s Head’’ disappeared 
and it was said of him by everybOdy in 
the Old Jewry, that twice in tho history 
of England had Oliver Cromwell dis- 
posed of the king’s head. 

Apart from its latest claim to note, 
the town of High Wycombe is famous. 
Its history is a long and interesting one. 
In the reign. of Henry I it was made 
a free borough, and the town possesses 
records dating from the thirteenth cen- 
tury. The town was regularly, i{ncor- 
porated by charter in the reign of Henry 
VI, and the charter was confirmed by 
Elizabeth. James I and Charles II. King 
John visited the town On several oc- 
casions, as did Queen Elizabeth. Queen 
Victoria passed through it as a girl with 
her mother, the Duch*ss of Kent, and 
again went there in 1!877 to honor the 
Earl of .Beaconsfield. 

The buildings of the town are. nearly 
all very old, but well preserved, and to- 
gether present a.fine picture of.a flour- 
ishing Old English village. Many quaint 
customs ‘are still. observed, among them 
being the weighing of the mayor wpon 
his inauguration and at the.end of his 
term of office. This custom, which no one 
attempts to explain, has-been observed 
for more than 200 years back, and all 
the recOrds of mayoral avoirdupois have

MARRY PREACHER 


Remarkable Clause in Will of 


Rich Englishman, 


If Any Daughter or Granddaughter 
Shonld Wed a Clergyman Pow- 
ers of Appointment of Their 
Settled Legacies Is With. 
drawn.

London, April |3.—‘I desire and ex- 
plicitly order and direct that at my 
death, whether in England or else- 
where, my body shall be cremated, and 
that the ash fesidue—the product of 
such cremation—be ground to powder 
and again (if necessary with the addi- 
tion of any chemical) be burnt and 
dissipated in the air.” 

This singular provision appears in 
the will of the late Thomas Bevan, of 
Stone Park, Greenhithe, Kent, who died 
en March |, aged 73. Mr. Bevan, who 
was director of the Commercial Gas 
Company, Ltd., formerly sheriff of 
London and Middlesex, and elected lib- 
eral minister of-parliament for Grave- 
send in 1880, but unseated on petition, 
left estate of which the net personal- 
ity has been sworn at $1,886,000. 

The testator also makes a most re- 
magkable statement of his attitude 
towards, religious belief, and with- 
draws from his daughters and grand- 
aaughters any power of appointment 
of their settled legacies in fav®r of a 
husband, should he be a clergyman.

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LESSONS FOR PANAMA ARE BEING TAUGHT 
BY FLAGLER ROAD ACROSS FLORIDA KEYS 
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ACKSONVILLE; FLA., April 13.— 
J (Special.)—Whiie the eyes of the 
nation are turned towards Pan- 

ama and the great work is in progress 
on the isthmus, there is going steacily 
forward in Florida an enterprise 
which, in the opinion of experts, of- 


fers many valuable suggestions to the 
men who are solving canal problems. 
The building of such a railroad as that 
now under construction between 
Miami and Key West, over the long 
line of the Florida keys, necessitates 
the employment of thousands of men, 
the handling of vast quantities of ma- 
terial and supplies and the overcom- 
ing of many difficulties gue to climate 
and topography. Especially in the way 
in which thousands of workmen are 
enlisted and managed without the in- 
tervention of contractors is there said 
to be an object lesson as to the meth- 
od by which the big ditch might best 
be dug. 

The points of likeness are many, 
despite the apparent differences be- 
tween two enterprises, one of which 
is designed to enable steamships to 
undertake the feat of mountain climb- 
ing; the other to send a railroad train 
to sea. For all practical purposes, 
Key West is as far from any consic- 
erable base of supplies as is the Isth- 
mus of Panama. The climate, although 
in winter delightful, is almost tropli- 
cal in summer. Laborers, as well as 
maintenance and construction supplies, 
must be brought from a_ distance, 
many of them from as far north as 
Philadelphia an@ New York, and are, 
therefore, unacclimated. Even the 
water supply for both men and ma- 
é¢hinery must be transported, much of 
it, more than {00 miles in tank cals 
and steamers. 

Theres perhaps an argument 
favor of the government's digging the 
canal on its own initiative in the 
great undertaking of Henry M. Flag- 
ler’s. Not a contractor has been em- 
ployed during the whole course of the 
work. Both the operation of the main 
line of the road and the construction 
of the extension are being carried on 
by the company itself uncer the im- 
mediate direction of J. R. Parrott, the 
Vice president of the company, and 
Mr. Flagler’s right hand man in all his 
enterprises in Florida. 

The Labor Supply. 
Naturally one of the most import- 
ant items in the problem was an ade- 
quate supply of competent labor. 
From the first it was recognized that 
only . under the best of cond---ons 
would men of the class required en- 
due the isolation from town life and 
the natural harcships of the work 
The fact that 20 per cent of the men 
now engaged upon the work are old 
hanas who were there last year, went 
north again to escape last summer's 
heat and- mosquito season, and at the 
beginning of winter returned, goes 
far to prove that the construction 
camps along the Florida keys are 
models of their kind and that it is not 
necessary to subdivide the work 
among contractors, 4 
At the Long Key viaduct camp a 
division of 500 men are quartered who 
work in day and night shifts. This 
is one of the points of permanent oc- 
cupation; the buildings are of wood. 
Each laborer has a good clean “bunk,” 
a mattress filled with cut sponge, 
which makes an ideal bed, and a mos- 
quito bar in addition to the wire net- 
ting with which the doors and win- 
dows of the house are covered. There 
is*also a barber shop where charges 
aré low and tips rare, and in a sepa- 
rate building, a free library well 
stocked with papers and magazines 
and books. The field hospital main- 
tained at this camp is under the care 
of a competent surgeon, and is sup- 
ported in part by the $1.50 charged 
each man for transportation the 
company’s boats back to Miami. The 
additional expense is borne by ths 
company. 

A general hospital for the workmen 
is locatec at Miami. From $30,000 to 
$45,000 is spent every year on medical 
attendance and supplies for the men 
employed at the various camps, an 
item of expense sufficiently large to 
make it a matter of self-interest for 
the company to see that wholesome

After leaving the mainland, dredges 
were forced fairly to eat their way 
through nearly twenty miles of tangled 
mangrove swamp, a dredge proceeding 
slowly down each side of the embank- 
its own 
passage, and building up the embank- 
ment with the material excavated. Two 
arms of Jewfish creek, which separates 

Key Largo from the mainland, were 
filled in this way, and the third has 
been spanned by a_ steel 
which is now in operation. 

Well within the island of Largo, and 
completely obstructing the line of graue, 
an inland lake was encountered, which 
had not been disclosed by the prelimi- 
nary survey. The bottom of the lake, 
Which was half a mile widé, and con- 
tained six feet of water, was composed 
entirely of peat. To remove this peat, 
and secure a firmer foundation for the 
embankment, two dredges worked stead- 
ily for fifteen months. Connecting Key 
Largo and Plantation Key, across Taver- 
nier creek, {s another steel bridge with 
concrete piers and abutments. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of 
the work, however, is the reinforced con- 
crete-arch viaduct construction, which 
connects the longer stretches of deep wa- 
ter between the keys. Altogether there 
are about six miles of this kind of 
work, which willl consist of alternations of 
four fifty-foot spans and one of sixty 
feet. etwen Knight’s and Stat Keys 
there will be a total length of 15,100 
feet of this construction, and between 
Long*and Grassy Keys, where the via- 
duct work firs; begins, is the next long- 
est stretch, which wil! consist of 184 
arches, 

From the midst of activities so sic 
cessful and stimulating, visitors to the 
southern end of Mlorida return with just 
such enthusiasm as congressmen and 
other tourists bring back from Panama.

Per- 
haps $30,000,000 will see the enterprise 
complete to the last detail.

: COUNCIL AND [HE WATER BOARD. 

When council passed. the resolution designed to limit the water board 
issue to $350,000, the municipal! legislative body was evidently a bit care- 
less in its enactment. 

Everybody seetned to take it for granted that this was all there was to 
the’ resolution, and yet it turns out that under the amendment of Alderman 
Key, which appears to have crept in unnoticed, al] bids for waterworks 
improvements must be submitted to coyacil. . 

It is understood: that council now realizes its error, which was not made 
apparent until the water board was prepared to act On the bids submitted, 
and discovered at the eleventh hour. that it had been shorn of its authority. 
Under the circumstances council will, in all probability, promptly repeal 
the objectionable features of the resolution, and restore to the water com- 
missioners that authority to which it is entitled. 

When, at its meeting Friday night, the water board opened bids for 
the new work—to be ready for the legislative amendment this summer— 
they found they had butted up against a stone wall in the shape of the Key 
resolution, whereupon- thé .chairman of ‘the board, in his.own person, was 
forced ‘to make a public: apology to those business interests which had been 
led to believe their proposals were to receive the consideration of the 
board. ° 

The necessity for immediate improvement of the water system is 
apparent and, of course,'the only thing for council to do’is to repeal at once 
the objectionable. resolution that so unjustly reflects upn the water board. 

Council, it is. stated, had no intention of hampering the work. or of 
offering any affront to the water board. Its course in the premises, there- 
fore, is clear. 

Moral: There are some circumstances under which it is well to peruse 
carefully legislative suggestions before a vote is taken. 
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MR. THOMPSON ATLANTA’S SPONSOR. 


Controversy, as a rule, is not pleasant, enlivening or enlightening. That 
which has been proceeding:in the columns of The Constitution for the past 
several days over the credit for the naming of Atlanta has been a refresh- 
ing exception to the code.

Mrs. Compton, who still lives at Athens, and who is in hale, hearty 
possession of all her faculties, furnished the name for the embryo metropolis 
of the south. No one disputes that the appellation, Marthasville, was taken 
Atlantans delight to honor this old lady who has given 
evidence that she appreciates the intimate relations between herself and 
this city in requesting that when the final summons comes her remains be 
interred in Oakland cemetery. 

It is established, with a certainty, supported by.all the historians of 
Atlanta, and by surviving witnesses, that Mr. Thompson re-baptised the 
city with its present designation of Atlanta. 
was‘fast outgrowing its swaddling clothes. Even then it was demonstrating 
the alert, hustling qualities seen in the city of the present. The citizens 
wanted a shorter designation. With prophetic vision they desired one shorn 
of all suggestion of provinciality. For a time the problem worried all resi- 
dents from mayor to the street gamin. Richard Peters, a pioneer citizen, 
then connected with the Georgia road, communicated the dilemma to Mr. 
Thompson, chief engineer of the road. 

In his letter, replying, Mr. Thompson used this. phrass: 
Eureka! I have found it! I have found it! Atlantic:

frst story of the city ever published, 
which was told in the old directory by 
Mr. Haygood is as follows: 

“Atlanta is situated 7 miles southeast 
of the Chattahoochee river, on the divid- 
ing ridge between The wafers of the At- 
lantic and the Gulf-of Mexico, on the 34 
parallel of north latitude, at an elevation 
of 1,050 feet above the level of the sea. 

“The Ocmulgee river, which flows to 
the Atlantic,. has its source in the central 
part of the city, The head spring of .South 
river, its principal ‘tributary, being lh- 
fated within the railroad reserve near the 
present passenger depot, its precise spot 
being now indicated by the large peren- 
nial cistern between the Holland house 
and the Micon and Western depot, on 
the south side of the railroad track, while 
Walton spring, an early celebrity of the 
place, situated a little north of the road, 
flows into the Chattahoochee and thence 
to the Gulf of Mexico, so that here in 
the heart of the city the marriage of 
the waters of the Atlantic and the Gulf 
might have been celebrated high in air 
by our own engine companies, drawing 
their supplies the while from the natural 
fountains, flowing thence to their far 
distant destinations in the bosom of the 
Atlantic and the Gulf. 

“But Charleston must needs go to 
Memphis, that old ocean, pent up in 
hoops and staves, may be received into 
the embraces of his Amazon bride, and 
the ‘father of waters’ is shorn of his 
glory and is changed into a huge water 
station on the road to the west.

without interest. The writer has heard it 
claimed as due in honor to a mythologt- 
cal goddess, Atalanta, said to be re- 
markable for fleetness, strength and en- 
durance. It was certainly a fast town 
and may have been supposed entitled to 
the honor of a recognition by the god- 
dess by reason of its early character and 
its wonderful achievements. The infant 
has become a giant and is rapidly over- 
coming the obstacles to its growth and 
prosperity and maRing the surrounding 
country and neighboring villages all 
tributary to its prosperity, permanency 
and celebrity. 
“The name was for a short time writ- 
ten Atalanta, which seems to favor the 
claims of the goddess. An orator of no 
mean pretentions claimed for it the sig- 
nification o: ‘a city among the hills,’ 
while a shrewd writer has declared that 
it was the opposite of ‘rus in erbi,’ and 
proclaimed it the ‘city in the woods.’ 
And its commercial and geographical po- 
sition has recently procured for it the 
appellation of the ‘Gate City.’ 

“Still Amother Theory.” 
“And still aflother theory {s set up by 
some who claim for it an origin more 
wofthy of its present importance as a 
railroad entrepot and commercial em- 
porium taken in connection with its fu- 
ture prospects as a great railroad center 
and manufacturing city. The great state 
work connecting the western waters with 
the ‘Atlantic, commencing at Chatta- 
nooga, on the Tennessee river, and termi- 
nating at this point had been completed. 
The name Western and Atlantic railroad 
had been given to it by the legislature 
of Georgia and it was inaptly considered 
the great connecting artery through 
which must pass the incalculable mass 
of mroduce, manufactures and commerce 
from the great valley o? the west and 
the Atlantic coast and the imports from 
abroad passing thence to the far west. 
“Atianta had been permanently fixed 
as fhe southeastern terminus of that 
great state work and gave a local idea to 
its eastern terminus and that idea repre- 
Sented or qualified by the adjective At- 
lantic was incomplete of itself, but clear- 
ly pointed to something more definite 
and the mind {fs put upon inquiry for 
the thing signified. The connections by 
rail from Charleston by way of Augusta 
and from Savannah by way of Macon 
had both been completed to. this point. 
These roads had been gradually ascend- 
ing hills from the coast jn search af a 
northwest passage, they had searched 
the hills upon which the city stands and 
here they met the Western and Atlantic 
road just emerging from the wilds of the 
northwest, seeking by a sinuous and dif- 
ficult ascent from the western valley 
ior a highway to the Atlantic. They met 
together {in our Streets; they embraced 
each other upon these headlands of the 
Atlantic. 
“rhese Atlantic headlands, when em- 
bodied in the noun Atlanta, to our mind 
meets the demand and represents the 
ideal of the thing sought after, and the 
mind rests upon it as the thing signified 
by the several indices pointing to At- 
lanta as the proper name for such #@city 
in such a place. This we now state to 
the public as the true Gerivation sustain- 
ed by the facts in the case 

Unexampled in History. 
“Atlanta has had a growth unexampled 
in the history of the south. In 1854 the 
population had reached 6,025. The in- 
crease for several years has averaged 
1,000 per annum. On the Ist of April, 
1859, it is ascertained by the census

“The city was first brilliantly lighted 
with gas, manufactured from Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee coal, on the 25th 
of December, !855. 

“The incorporated shape of the city Is 
a circle 2 miles in diameter, with a handle 
of half a mileinilength and 600yards wide, 
running along the lines of the Macon and 
Western railroad. It covers a portion 
of sixteen origina] land lots, which were 
laid off upon a plan to suit the views of 
the respective owners, and hence our 
streets are not all so regular in width 
and uniform in direction as is desirable, 
many of them being much too narrow 
for jpulblic convenience 

“The city hal, and county court house 
is a convenient, commodious and hand- 
some structure, erected in 1854 and 1855, 
at a cost of a little over $30,000. It is 
70 by 100 feet in size, two stories high, 
of fine architectural proportion and de- 
sign, well adapteg to the uses Intended, 
is elegantly finished throughout, sur- 
mounted by an imposing dome, and is 
alike creditable to the city and the artist, 

‘'The medical college is now in its fifth 
course of lectures, all deiivered in the 
summer, with a larger class than any 
former one, numbering 156 students, has 
had its day of probation, trial and diffi- 
culties, but is now a decided success, 
ang its enemies and rivals have almost 
ceased to persecute it. It has an able and 
efficient faculty, and a very complete 
cherical apparatus, and is collecting a 
very respectable museum.

Advisement. 

Rome, April !13.—The vatican 
fused heretofore to send te 
rious religion communities in the Unilt- 
ed States, speaking a language other 
than English, bishops of their 
tionality, but when it comes to a ques- 
tion of the Oriental rites, it is inclined 
to consider the matter from a differ- 
ent standpoint. For instance, the 
case of the United Ruthenian, Ruth- 
enian Catholics in America, who, while 
acknowledging the headship of the 
pope, retain the old Greek Slavonie 
Hturgy and allow their clergy to mar- 
ry.

DOING.GOOD FOR GEORGIA 


INCE the Georgia immigration situ- 
ation seems to have dropped some-. 
what out of the public view, it 

might be imagined that unusual activity 
is teing displayed rather on the quiet. 
Inquiry, however, does not develop that 
such is the case. 

So far ag can be ascertained the only 
thing the immigration program presents 
just now ig the trip of Gevernor-élect 
Smith and President G. Gupby Jordan, 
of the Georgia Immigration Association, 
to Bremen, to study conditiong there and 
talk over with the North German Lioyd 


people the matter of establishing a di- 
rect line of steamers to Savannah. If 
there is anything else of a definite shape 
in the wind, it would take a Sherlock 
Holmes to scent it. 

ven the commisison extended to James 
A. Strachan, now in Scotland, authoriz- 
ing him to act for Georgia in the matter 
of securing immigrants from that coun- 
try, has been temporarily suspended un- 
til Mr. Strachan can be properly posted 
by correspondense as to just what Geor- 
gia wants him ‘to do. 


Not the Kind Needed. 

Mr. Strachan had gone to work eagerly 
and enthusiastically, but the Class of im- 
migrants he has been sending to Geor- 
gia are not those of which Me state 
stands in need. They were, for the most 
part, machinists, stenographers, book- 
keepers and men of that clase, the sup- 
ply of which. is comparatively plentiful 
Whereas the state needs farmers, devel- 
opers of the soil and men of brawn rather 
than of brain, for other classes of work. 

Two of the immigrants who have come 
from Scotland have expressed some dis- 
éatisfaction because the salaries paid 
them were not what they claimed they 
had been led to expect. One said he was 
told he would get $3.50 a day and the 
best he could do was $2. Another, a 
stenographer, said he was told he would 
get $100 a month, a rare and exceptional 
salary for a stenographer, and he has 
only ibeen able to get $50. 

Of course, Georgia cannot. afford f) have 
men come here under the wrong impres- 
sion as to what they will be able to 
make. 

Tt has been determined to divert Mr. 
Strachan’s efforts in the direction of ge- 
curing that class of Immigrants already 
indicated, as there is nothing to be ac- 
complished by bringing over more of 


thoge skilled tradesmen who are sure to 


find too keen a competition. 
South Carolina Helped Some. 

As surprising as it may seem, it is 
Stated that Georgia has received more 
than half of the ship load of European 
Immigrants recently brought to Charles- 
ton on thesteamship Wittekind. There were 
some 600 or 700 of them on tnrat ship, 
and the passage was paid by the etate 
of South Carolina. Yet it igs reported that 
more than half of these have, of their 
volition, come over into Georgia and se- 
cured positions. At least one instance 
of a large body of them ocming to Geor- 
gia is known, some sixty of them having 
gone to work in the cotton mills of Co- 
lumbus. 

Not that they were unable to find good 
positions in South Carolina, but there {4 
said to have been a fear on their part 
that some attempt might be made to 
make them pay . back their passage 
money. It is well known, however, that 
no such step was contemplated; it would 
be directly contrary to the federal.gtat- 
ute.

He 
patudied the situation carefully and pick- 
ed out a community of immigrants al- 
ready located in the United States whose 
religious proclivities were strongly enough 
to them, as it were, to their church and 
their pastor. Then the shrewd Georgia 
manufacturer apened up negotiations 
with the pastor of the flock, got him in- 
terested, brought him to Georgta and the 
whole flock followed as would chickens 
or sheep. The result is the seventy-five 
or one hundred able-bodied men in the 
flock are today at work in the Georgia 
manufactory.

Chamberlain, Once Governor of 
South Carolina, Passes, 


Prominent in Palmetto State When 
Negroes Had Commonwealth by 
Throat — Chamberlain Was 
Foreed Out of Office by 
Gen. Wade Hampton. 


Charlottesville, Va., April 13.—Danie 
Chamberlain, who was governor of South 
Carolina during turbulent times immedi- 
ately following the reconstruction era, 
@ied today at the home of William C. 
Chamberlain, near the University of Vir- 
ginia. Tie was taken ill of cancer of 
the stomach lgst fall upon his return 
from a pleasure trip to Egypt. He had 
recently disposed of his properties in 
Massachusetts with a view to locating in 
Virginia, He was a graduate of Yale and 
of Harvard law school and was 72 
years oid. 

Sketch of Chamberlain. 

Charleston, S. C., April 13.—Daniel H. 
Chamberlain wes born in West Brook- 
field, Mass., June 23, 1836, graduated 
*%om Yale in 1862 and a year later from 
the Harvard law achool. Entering the 
army as a lieutenant of a negro cavalry 
troop, he saw service in several states 
and at the end of the hostilities was cap- 
tain. He came to South Carolina in 1666 
as a cotton planter, but soon gave his 
G@itention to politics, being a delegate 
te the state constitutional convention in 
1868 and becoming attorney general the 
same year. Retiring from this office in 
1872, he took up the practice of law at 
Columbia. In 1875 he was elected gover- 
nor by the republicans. 

Hampton Beat Chamberlain. 

While governor, Chamberlain made an 
earnest effort to glve a decent, orderly 
government, bending his efforts to pre- 
vent corrupt practices by officers. In 
1875 he refused te issue commissions to 
two judges who had been elected by the 
legislature and who were condemned as 
corrupt and unfit for the bench. For 
this action he was publicly thanked by 
the people of Charleston, This and other 
official acts won for him the regard of 
many of the leading democrats and when 
the campaign of 1876 was approaching 
a strong movement was (promoted to 
have the whites support Chamberlain for 
governor, believing in his honest effort 
at reformation of conditions. This had 
the support of the moderates. But the 
convention decided upon a democrat 
candidate, General Wade Hampton being 
chosqn to bear the standard. Hampton 
was elected, but Chamberlain refused to 
recognize his election and with the aid of 
federal bayonets held the state execu- 
tive mansion. For a period there were 
two governors in the state. Hampton 
heading one and Chamberlain the other 
faction. The whites paid their taxes and 
other money to the Hampton officers. 

Bloody Clashes Occurred. 


Bloody clashes had occurred during 
1876 between whites and blacks and on 
October 7 Chamberlain ordered the rifle 
clubs to disband, The democratic commit- 
te@ answered this, denying that rifle 
clubs were employed to intimidate the 
negroes and influence the election. Aftér 
‘he election the returning board, disre- 
sarding an order of the state supreme 
‘ourt, whose authority it denied, declared 
the republican ticket, headed by Cham- 
berlain, elected, throwing out the vote 
in Edgefield and Laurens counties on 
the ground of fraud and Intimidation. 
Democratic members were refused admit- 
tance to the house and thereupon organ- 
ized by themselves, declaring Hampton 
governor and proceeding to perform 
legislative functions. With the inaugura- 
tion of President “Mayes the federal 
troops were withdrawn and Hampton 
was governor in fact as well as in name. 
Later Chamberlain returned to Charles- 
ton as receiver for the South Carolina 
railroad and continued to reside in South 
Carolina for several years.

CREAT DAMAGE 


ROM COLD WAE 


All Fruit and Vegetables Suffer: 
From Unusual Weather, 


Slight Fall of Snow at Rome, Ga. 
Peaches Killed and Apples In. 
jured at Ellijay, Ga.—Serious 
Fears Entertained Over 
the Eumtire State, 


The reports so far received indicate 
that all over the state very serious fears 
are entertained in regard to the fruit 
grop. From some localities the news has 
come already that the peaches have 
nearly all been killed, and doubtless when 
fuller reports come in today it will show 
very serious damage to peaches, apples 
and all kinds of fruit and vegetables. 
In many places it seems that cotton 
will have to be replanted. The following 
telegrams show the damage in different 
parts of the state: 

Will Damage Fruit Crop. 

Rome, Ga., April 13.—(Special.)—Ro- 
mans witnessed an unusual sight for this 
time of the year today. There was a 
slight fall of snow, which has not hap- 
pened here this late in the season for 
twenty-five years.

IN THE sOUTH. 


Commissioner MecIhenny Enters on 


Campaign of Education. 

Washington, April 13.—Civil Service 
Commissioner McIlhiney, who is a 
southerner and a democrat, is enter- 
ing upon what he terms a campaign of 
education in the south in regard to the 
function and character of the commis- 
sion. He found that one of the great- 
est difficulties in securing efficfent 
service for the government in the 
south was the fact that the whites 
have conceived the idea that that 
service is meant especially for the ne- 
gro, and as a consequence when an 
examination for positions is held it is 
generally attended largely by negroes, 
the proportion being ten to one. This 
condition is not regarded by the com- 
mission as wholesome, and Mr. Mce- 
Iihiney has set himself strenuously to 
counteract it.

For any single athletic event or con- 
test if the “pink” of condition has not | 
been attained, it is really better to be 
undertrained that Overtrained, for in 
the former case the contestant will 
have life ana vigor part of the going 
at least—while in the latter case he 
will have none at all, being a “dead 
one” from the start. 

In the case of a baseball team about 
to open a campaign involving 140 con- 
tests spread out over five and more 
months, the conditions to be met are | 
somewhat different, although, so far as 
the overtrained man is concerned hard- 
ly any conditions can help till he has 
taken a lay off and recovered his edge. 
But the question may still be asked 
with profit whether a team about to 
open @ campaign of [140 battles had 
better be jn the very “pink” and tip- 
top of condition for the opening con- 
test, or a little under that point. 

The former condition may perhaps 
be said to be exemplified by the 
Cleveland team at present, while the 
New York team that has just left us 
is perhaps typical of the latter state 
of affairs. The question then is—other 
things being equal—does Cleveland or 
New York stand the best show-fér the 
pennant in thejr association? 

In the case of a strenuous sport lir 
football, there is no debate that the 
team ,right on edge at the beginning 
of a five or six months’ playing sea- 
s0n would fare the worst before it 
was over, or even half over. But base- 
ball is by no means so wearing and. 
with one or two exceptions, all the 
players on a team can, after once get- 
ting in good condition, stand a game 
every day without any great trouble. | 
The exceptjons are of course the pitch- | 
ers, and sometimes the catchers. By 
using the pitchers only every*third day 
their tendency to overwork is avoided, 
and yll big teams carry at least one 
extra catcher for the purpose of re- 
lieving the regular man.

They Are in Conference at Amapala 
Seeking an Adjustment of the 
Questions Which Led toe 
the War in Central 
America, 


Washington, April 13.—The state depart- 
ment today received a dispatch from 
United States Const Philip Brown et aL 
Union, Honduras, saying a peace confer- 
ence ‘would be held at the Port of Ama- 
pala between President Zelaya, of Nic- 
aragua, and President Figuero, of Salva- 
dor, immediately on the surrender of 
Amapala. The two presidents will meet 
in person and endeavor to reach a set- 
tlement of the difficulties which involved 
Nicaragua and Honduras in war and 
caused Salvador to become the ally of 
the latter. 

The Nicaraguan presi@ént demands that 
the Salvadorans recognize the provisional 
government which has been set up in 
Honduras to succeed the Bonilla govern- 
ment. Thig would mean the complete 
victory of President Zelaya, ag the Hon- 
duran provisional government, made up 
almost wholly of Honduran revolutionists 
allied with Nicaragua forces against their 
own government, is favorable to Presi- 
dent Zelaya. The attitude of Salvador 
on the subject of recognizing the provi- 
éional government is not known. Mr. 
Grown s dispatch says that peace ig as- 
sured by President Figtera having agreed 
to accept a proposition made for the 
meeting with President Zelaya. The 
proposition was made through Mr. 
Brown. 

The state department Kiso has received 
through Mr. Brown the grateful: appre- 
ciation of President Zelaya for the friend- 
ly attitude of the United States govern- 
ment in behalf of peace in Centra] Amer- 
ica. In return, the estate department 
has informed the presidents of Nicara- 
gua and Salvador that the United States 
vessels in Central American waters will 
be placed at their disposal in helping 
them carry out the proposed conference, 
As Amapala is situated on an island on 
the Pacific coast, the Chicago, Boston 
and Princeton will be of great service. 

The differences between Nicaragua and 
Salvador arg many, Dut are not believed 
here to be beyong settlement by confer- 
nce of the two presidents. 

Assistant Secretary of State Bacon to- 
day confirmed the report that represen- 
tatives of the five Central American re- 
publics have under consideration the idea 
of a permanent peace conference, to ve 
held in Washington or Mexico City, to 
settle many of the questions constantly 
arising. There have been numerous 
treaties between the republics, but no

London, April 13.—The delegates, who 
will represent Great’ Britain, at The 
Hague peace conference have been select- 
ed and will be announced in a few days. 
Considering the prominent part Great 
‘Britain will take in the conference, in 
view of her proposals for the reduction 
of the expenditures on armaments, there 
is little public interest shown here in the 
approaching meeting. 

This is largely due to the belief among 
public men that the discussion will have 
no result so far as the more important 
subjects are concerned owing to the great 
divergence of opinion among the powers 
and the decision of several governments 
to abstain from participating in the dis- 
cussion in any articles of the Russian 
Trogram, which they believe will not lead 
tc. wsefu] results. 

The same opinion is held to a certain 
extent in official circles here, but never- 
theless, the British delegates will be in- 
structed to bring up the question of the 
reduction of the expenditures on arma- 
ments. Great Britain is taking this step, 
not because of the belief that the powers 
will agree to reduce their armaments, 
but because she believes the discussion 
will have a good moral effect among the 
peoples of varioug countries.
